Overbrook Piles Up Commanding Lead 


Dairy, owned by Essex County Hospital and managed 

by Mark Keeney, at last comes through with a de- 
cisive victory, on the 1932 Honor List published by Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America. According to the 
point system devised by Holstein-Friesian World, as shown 
in the table at the bottom of this page, Overbrook has 583 
points, more than twice as many as the second high herd, 
Adohr Stock Farm, Reseda, Calif., with 258 points. Elm- 
wood Farms, Deerfield, Ill.. last year’s leader, is down to 
third place with 209 points, followed by another California 
herd, Millbrae Dairy with 167 points. Winterthur Farms, 
winner of five firsts and one second in the past six years, 
is back in fifth place for 1932 with 146 points. Eleven 
other owners have better than 100 points. 

Analyzing Overbrook’s great victory, we find that this 
establishment appears 43 times on the list, which is more 
than any other two owners. Their points were won by 33 
different animals, all except seven of them, we believe, of 
their own breeding. Their placings include two firsts, five 
seconds, five thirds and eight fourths, which is more than 
twice as many placings of fourth or better as any other 
and as many placings of second or better as any other two 
owners. Incidentally, Overbrook’s total of 583 points is 
more than any other owner ever scored on fat alone in the 
history of the Honor List, even when short time records 
were included. 

Adohr had only one first, but their two seconds, one 
third and five fourths. together with fifteen lower placings, 
give them second place on the list by a comfortable margin. 
Elmwood is tied with E. E. Freeman of California for top 
honors for number of firsts, each having three first places. 
Elmwood is one of the four owners bringing out an ani- 
mal with two first places this year, the others being Henry

In the eleven years since the Honor List replaced the 
old Prize Money List, Winterthur Farms have scored a 
total of 4,030 points, followed by Carnation Milk Farms 
with 3,914. Essex County Hospital is now in third place 
with 2,932, followed by Traverse City (Mich.) State Hos- 
pital with 2,420. In the past four years, or since points 
have been awarded for fat only, Essex County leads with 
1,438 points, followed by Winterthur with 1,353 points, 
Carnation with 1,043 points and Elmwood with 1.002 points. 

The 42 first places on the 1932 Honor List are held by 
32 owners from 19 different states. California leads for 
number of first places, having Freeman with three, and 
four others with one each, Adohr, San Bernardino, Pellis- 
sier and La Brae Securities Co. New York is close be- 
hind California with six firsts, two each for Morgenthau 
and Yates and one each for Shawangunk Valley Stock 
Farm and Lloyd Taylor. Illinois has four, three for Elm- 
wood and one for Silver Glen. Minnesota and New Jersey 
have three each, while Wisconsin, Maryland, Vermont, 
Connecticut and Delaware have two each. It is interesting 
to note that several states usually considered as somewhat 
off the beaten track of the Holstein industry also come 
through with one first place each, including New Mexico, 
Texas, Oklahoma, Montana and North Dakota. Other 
states honored with a first place winner are Ohio, Iowa, 
Washington and Massachusetts.

The Honor List points this year are divided among 34 
different states. California, second last year, moves up to 
first place with 1,098 points scored by 13 owners. New 
Jersey, by virtue of Overbrook’s mighty showing and with 
good cooperation from Blossom Hill and four other owners 
of the state, takes second place with 799 points. Wis- 
consin, winner for the past three years, is a good third this 
year with 785 points won by 25 owners. As for many years 
past, Wisconsin has a big lead over all other states for 
number of owners. New York is second for number of 
owners with 15 and fourth for number of points with 591.

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Why I Boost Holstein Milk II 


(Continued from last issue)

NE day the boys forgot to save Frenny’s milk, and 
O said they would milk another Holstein. This milk 

was not so good in taste as Frenny’s and caused gas 
and curds in the vomitus. Whenever we went back to 
Frenny’s milk everything was splendid. We later thought 
we found the reason for this as she was the only “cow with 
papers” in the herd. This lead us to believe that milk 
from pure bred cows was probably superior. That was 
my reason at the time, nor have I modified this opinion 
since. 

Then we got an awful shock. While it had been 
rumored for the previous two years that the city was going 
to take over the lake for its new water supply, we were 
abruptly ordered to vacate. The city settled with us 
promptly and satisfactorily and we regretfully had to leave 
old Frenny and our little lakeside home. We went back to 
town and bought the land and built our present home at 
Graceland and moved in that next spring. Mrs. S. had 
gone back in health on city milk and we were looking for- 
ward to our new home for while within sight of the city 
of Providence, there were several dairy farms nearby. We 
never dreamed of difficulty in getting “Frenny type” milk. 
But we did have. Either too high test milk (skimming 
milk will not make the correction) ,—didn’t want to bother 
with us with saving a special cows milk after we de- 
termined which Holstein we wanted milk from, or because 
of very insanitary conditions all through, finally drove us 
into owning our own cow. 

What fun we had looking for the right sort of Holstein. 
“What you folks want for a family cow, is a Guernsey or 
Jersey,” all said. But we had learned the reason for our 
desire. We saw cows of all conditions, ages and color 
markings. Old Frenny was as black as I have since learned 
a Holstein can be and get her name in that exclusive soctal 
register maintained for Holsteins at Brattleboro. Our cow 
just had to be black. 


We looked,—pestered owners with giving us samples of 
the milk, analyzed them until we got a cow that was black, 
that looked quite like Frenny, and gave milk that tested 
about three per cent fat. I learned the value of maintain- 
ing a clean cow, clean utensils, clean hands and all that 
goes with successful sanitary dairying. I had always loved 
cows; now I lived much of my time with one; she became 
so great a pet and companion that she seemed human. 
What dividends she paid us. You guessed it. Yes sir, the 
little lady got well, Holstein milk was quite responsible for 
her return to normal health. So many persons knew of our 
physical suffering—saw the gradual come-back of red 
cheeks and vigorous body, that some of them seemed to 
feel that we had a magical cow. They first asked for an 
occasional quart; then regularly came for it invariably 
commenting upon the fine flavor and healthfulness of her 
milk and its freedom from visible dirt. 


This extra demand, together with the fact that all cows 
must go “dry” before freshening again, caused the pur- 
chase of another cow. Finally we had to refuse some call- 
ers the milk that we were obliged to reserve for our own 
use. Then two more cows were purchased to insure our 
supply and care for an ever increasing demand. Our 
original barn, 18x26, was intended to house our motor car 
and two cows at most, so our herd of four crowded out the 
automobile which was stabled in a new 35-foot extension, 
with a capacious hay-loft above. 


Next we purchased four more real Holstein-Friesians to 
care for our steadily increasing demand for this milk. We 
felt like real dairy-farmers with our herd of eight heavy 
milking animals. Other users of our milk never mentioned 
“cream-line” to us; the only mention they made was “how 
wonderful your milk is.” The story of GRACELAND MILK 
got around. Certain physicians prescribed this milk,— 
their clients came for it. for we did not then deliver milk. 
Results certainly were astounding, and we were urged to 
start a retail milk route especially for babies and children. 
We did not do this, but there were occasions where I did 
deliver this milk to feed human bodies back to life. 

We now had eight splendid milk producers. We were 
said to make an incredible amount of milk: most people

did not believe what others told them, so they came to see 
these animals milked; a few came the two milkings each 
day for several days. They advertised our herd and the 
fame of our cattle and their product went quite far afield. 

We had hoped to increase our herd with the offspring of 
our own animals, but for more than two years every calf 
arrived a male, and our first sire was a good one too from 
the then noted herd of J. Ernest Singleton, of Wallum 
Lake, out of his great cow, Douglas Colantha Belle, with 
Terracelawn Pontiac Vale as his sire. After more than two 
years in service at Graceland, this fine young sire was sold, 
and for nearly two years thereafter his new owners got 
nothing but heifer calves. Strange to relate, after his exit 
from Graceland the first four cows to freshen to his service 
dropped heifer calves; two of the heifers became locally 
famous both for production and high test. 


About this time one of our largest grocery and markets 
started a lunchbar. They wanted a special milk for their 
exclusive use at the bar, in bottles and for making custard 
pies. For about 17 years we have been supplying this con- 
cern with Graceland milk, originally in two, but now in 
their entire chain of eight stores, with no change in price 
until within the past six months, when for the first time 
they have sold our milk for less than 17c per quart, and 
until this present time we have held our fine business 
through several other periods of cut prices without serious 
injury to our business. Well. the big market caused us 
to jump our herd to twelve in number, and a third addition 
to our original barn; before we ceased “building all-around 
our barn,” we had connected it up to eleven additions, 
which finally held a milking herd of 26, and we carried 
about 20 to 25 head of calves up to yearlings. Graceland 
has sold young stock into more than half of the United 
States. But I started to talk about their wonderful milk. 

We had a limited route for babies,—growing out of de- 
mand for this milk for special cases. Physicians were our 
warmest friends, and Graceland milk was more than 
friendly with their little patients. I could recite many 
stories that would savor of “patent-medicine advertise- 
ments” of a few years ago, but unlike them, these “baby- 
Holstein milk” stories are absolutely true. 


We had to refuse orders for our milk whenever the 
delivery point was to far off our beaten path. Often we 
were stopped upon the street and earnestly urged to “leave 
milk at our house.’ Here is one such story: 


An assistant manager of a down-town store accosted 
me in the street one day as I was going to luncheon. He 
introduced himself and said, “I want you to deliver to my 
house, three quarts of milk daily.” “Where do you live?” 
I asked. On being told I replied that would set me some 
two miles out of my beaten track. Glancing at a button I 
wore on my coat,—We both belong to the same organiza- 
tion, that obligates you to do this.” I denied the obliga- 
tion, when he came back with, “Isn’t there anything that 
would cause you to change your mind on this delivery?” 
“Yes,” I said, “a little child sadly in need of its nutritional 
advantages.” Then he told me a really pathetic story. A 
baby girl about seven months old weighing less than at 
birth; the inability of the tiny mite to retain its present 
milk supply; the unsatisfactory and dirty condition of the 
milk,, a pasteurized product of one of the large dis- 
tributors. 

I told him I had only Grade A Raw milk; that it was 
quite likely that the child would not take readliy to the 
change as babies were so sensitive to differences in flavor. 
But the next morning. Thursday, I left the milk and told 
the mother how it differed from the milk she had been 
using, and that the baby might not take this milk at first. 
Next day we met again. He said, “See my wife today?’ 
“Just enough to say ‘good morning’.”. Then he _ said 
“didn’t tell you anything about the milk?” I felt that he 
was going to say the child wouldn’t touch it, but he told 
me, “Do you know that ‘the very first feeding of that milk, 
the little baby took to it immediately, and nursed the en- 
tire contents of the bottle, and what do you know, when 
its mother undertook to remove the empty bottle, the poor

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Sixteen Herds 
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April 22, 1933 


in 1600 Miles

URING the first nine days of April 1933, I can truth- 
D fully say that I saw more good Holsteins than I ever 

looked at before within a similar period of time. Art 
Petersen, of the Melin-Petersen Company, wrote me along 
in March that through correspondence many eastern breed- 
ers had indicated an interest in consigning to the World’s 
Fair National Sale to be held in Chicago June 8 and 9, 
and would I make the rounds-with him. The upshot was 
that Art and I left Lacona early in the morning of April 
1 in one of Mr. Studebaker’s earlier vintages that has long 
served the Prescott family, and before we landed back 
home at 7 a. m. on the 10th, we had travelled some 1,600 
miles and visited sixteen nationally known herds in eight 
States and Canada. 


Two hours from home found us climbing the “Pleasant 
Hill” from Cold Brook (near Poland) up to the home of 
Will Robens, son Glenn, and King Ormsby Ideal. Will was 
in Albany on business, but Glenn did the honors. In going 
through the herd, it seemed like about every other cow we 
came to was a “1,000-lb.”” daughter of King Ormsby Ideal. 
He has sixteen in the list—more than any other living sire, 
and the present test string will make numerous further 
additions. In particular, watch out for K O I Pauline who 
just missed the 800-lb. fat mark last year as a junior two- 
year-old. She is hitting a fast pace as a three-year-old. 
A great lot of dairy cows, these King Ormsby Ideal daugh- 
ters. The old bull himself, coming fourteen this summer, 
is still working well, although not quite as slick as he 
will be when he gets out on grass in his commodious pad- 
dock. It’s a real lesson in herd sire management. Sir 
Waiker Inka Homestead, Fobinka and several promising 
young bulls of Robens breeding are in service along with 
him in this old established herd that is still hitting the ball. 


River Meadow Farms 


The next port of call was Dorr McLaury’s place at Port- 
landville, where discreet advance telephoning insured a de- 
lightful luncheon engagement. River Meadow Farms have 
some 400 head, with Triune Neola Piebe, Brookholm Inka, 
Winterthur Best Segis Jonat, King Piebe Ormsby Ideal 
and Strathmore Inka Abbekerk, and several younger bulls, 
at the head. Jonat has had honorable mention for All- 
American honors each of the past two years, and what an 
aged bull he will be this year!—better than ever if April 
prospects can be accepted. He is getting offspring in his 
own stamp—as we observed here and later on in the 
trip at Winterthur. Here, too, we saw a grand string of 
dairy cows on test in A and B classes. Old Bruach Sylvia 
Posch, State Champion in Class C, would probably rank 
as the outstanding cow in the herd today. 


Lauxmont Farms 


It was a long hop down to Lauxmont Farms at Wrights- 
ville, Pa., and it took us until mid-afternoon Sunday to 
make it—but what a beautiful drive it was, skirting the 
banks of the Susquehanna most of the way. Lauxmont is 
one of the younger Holstein establishments, but they are 
doing things and will be heard from in a big way. Best 
known members of the herd are the daughter of Tom 
Dent’s Countess, now on test and promising 720 lbs. fat 
this year in four-year-old form; a three-fourths sister of 
Triune Papoose Piebe, and “Ollie”, a Harrisburg show 
grand champion now on the way to a real record—a cow 
of rare character. King of Lauxmont—Robertson bred 
herd sire—has gone through two undefeated show seasons 
with All-American mention both times, and will make the 
three-year-olds hustle again this year. The new herd sire, 
Montvic Rag Apple Netherland, son of Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst just purchased from Robert Thompson of Ontario, 
arrived Monday morning—we waited over to see him and 
he looks the part of his reserve senior championship at 
last year’s C. N. E. The new modern dairy barn, with 
milking parlor and loafing stalls, plans for which we have 
mentioned before in these columns, is now taking definite 
shape, and they expect to be moved into it by the middle 
of May, with a grand opening ceremony about. Decoration 
Day time. The owner of Lauxmont is Mr. S. Forry Laucks 
and Don MacCollom is manager The MacColloms cer- 
tainly have a way of making Holstein visitors feel at home. 


Dunloggin 


With our advance schedule already badly bent and road 
construction difficulties added, we had to miss a visit to 
nearby Robertson Farms, much to our regret. Monday 
afternoon found us at Dunloggin, just outside of Baltimore, 
and under the spell of the kindly ministrations of Paul 
Misner and Joe Natwick. What a pleasure and inspira- 
tion it is to make the rounds héere—trying to keep up with 
Paul. Mercedes Ormsby Aaggie, 978-lb. fat daughter of 
Admiral Ormsby Fobes, and her sister, Juanita Longfield 
Ormsby Fobes (known familiarly as “the covered bridge’) 
along with Elenora Della Burke and Lashbrook Pearl 
Ormsby, hold a big place in Paul’s affections. Admiral 
Ormsby Fobes Again, son of Mercedes Ormsby Aaggie, is 
top sire in the herd now, and they hope to get sons from 
each of the other cows metioned, as well as Ridgemar 
Ormsby Lass (951-lb. fat daughter of Ormsby Sensation) 
for later use in the herd. Pearl’s son has already arrived. 
Elenora’s last son has soon to be delivered to Wisconsin 
Board of Control and she is bred again to the Admiral. 
Bloodwood Johanna Jewel, All-American Aged Cow of 
1930, who recently finished a Class B record of 865 lbs. fat, 
had just freshened a few days previously and died the 
night we were there—general toxemia as the result of 
nails and other hardware. She joins Strathmore Ruby 
Matchless and Hollyhock Piebe Fobes, other All-Americans 
who recently passed on at Dunloggin. A big string is run- 
ning in Class B. 

Essex Farms 

At the Essex Farms of John M. Dennis & Son, Rider- 
wood, they are pushing the retail milk business. The milk- 
ing parlor, under construction at fair time when last I 
visited here, is in regular use now. Its been a hard time 
to break into the milk game, but Mac is quite encouraged 
over the results to date. “Old Belmont,’ many times state 
champion daughter of King Segis Alcartra Prilly, and dam 
of one of their herd sires, is still in good form, as are the 
several daughters of Westview De Kol Walker, former 
“Queen” of the herd. They have been using King Bessie 
Mabel Susie somewhat in this herd, and have some nice 
youngsters coming along. 

Anderson’s Farm 

Also in suburban Baltimore is the well known herd of 
Anderson’s Farm at Woodlawn. Charles Anderson and 
John Roberts are doing a good job of it here. Probably 
the favorite cow in the herd is “Irene’’, state champion 
with her record of over 1,000 Ibs. fat and 32,000 lbs. milk. 
She has not been on test this past year, but would have 
breezed through with over 800 lbs. fat in Class C, we were 
told. Her beautiful yearling daughter is going in the sale, 
as well as a son of Dutchland Colantha The Great from an 
800-lb. fat two-year-old that is owned jointly with Harry 
Norris at Wimbledon. Old Dutchland Colantha The Great 
looks better than I have seen him look in years, and is sur- 
rounding himself with a bunch of daughters that will make 
more history for the Colanthas. Their son of Sir Inka May 
is also getting plenty of service now on the Colantha 
heifers. This is one of the best farms in Maryland—Paul 
says it actually is the best farm in the state! 

Wimbledon 

In the southern end of the State, on tidewater, just out- 
side Annapolis, are Wimbledon Farms, Harry O. Norris’ 
establishment that has been coming to the front so rapidly 
for the past couple of years. This herd was established 
through outstanding purchases from Carnation Milk Farms 
and Maytag Dairy Farms, and later purchases from Detroit 
Creamery and Silver Glen. Among the number were the 
30,000-lb. cow, Kooistra Nellie Korndyke and Kooistra 
Happy Matador (821 lbs. fat), one of Carnation’s best show 
cows, together with some of the best bred and most promis- 
ing daughters of Sir Inka May and other Carnation sires.

Although 
only a junior two-year-old, her record 
is the largest reported in 1932 for any 
heifer under full age in this division 
and classification and is the largest 
ever reported for a heifer under three 
years old. She was bred and developed 
by New Mexico College of A. & M. A., 
State College, New Mexico, being a 
daughter of Count Korndyke Pontiac 
Star 387461, a full brother to the fa- 
mous many times All-American, Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst. Her dam, 
Rachel De Kol Tritomia Lass, has a 
305-day record in Class A of 782.8 lbs. 
fat from 22,780.8 lbs. milk at nine 
years old. 


A. D. H. I. A. Leader 


Lady Kalmuck Piebe 1398594 is 
reported as completing one of the 
highest D. H. I. A. records in history 
when she turned out in the testing 
year as a four-year-old 29,672 lbs. milk, 
1,030.3 lbs. fat and then went on and 
finished her 365-day lactation period 
with 30,464 lbs. milk, 1,060.4 lbs. fat. 
In her three consecutive years all in 
heifer form this wonderful young 
cow has averaged 23,381 Ibs. milk, 
783.8 lbs. fat. She is owned by Walter 
A. Post, Naponee, Neb., and is the sec- 
ond 1,000-lb. fat producer he has de- 
veloped in D. H. I. A. work, the first 
being Beauty Mercedes Pledge Lyons, 
who last year made 29,190 lbs. milk 
with 1,012 lbs. fat in her lactation pe- 
riod. The Post herd has led all the 
D. H. I. A. herds in Nebraska the 
past two years, both years having a 
herd average well above 600 lbs. fat.

Topaz Constances Storrs 1316447 
will soon be announced as the leading 
junior three-year-old for 1932 in Class 
B, in both the yearly and 305-day 
divisions. Her 305-day record of 713 
Ibs. fat from 19,051.3 lbs. milk, stands 
second in the country for all time and 
her yearly record of 793.6 lbs. fat from 
21,003.1 lbs. milk stands fifth on the 
all-time list. Of course both records 
are state records for Connecticut. 
She was bred and developed by Con- 
necticut Agriculture College at Storrs, 
and represents the fifth generation 
from their old foundation cow, Altoana 
Pietertje A 54656, the first animal of- 
ficially tested in the college herd, ac- 
cording to Prof. R. E. Johnson. This 
was in 1904 when she made a record 
of 13,050 lbs. milk, 452 lbs. fat. Her 
daughter, granddaughter and great 
granddaughter all made records above 
800 lbs. fat and the five generation 
group, including “Topaz” average 739

‘ today. 
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Too Many Barriers 


N October 1, last, Commisisoner Charles H. Baldwin 
O issued an order requiring that all dairy cattle over 

six months of age imported into New York State 
must come from certified abortion-free herds. There was 
considerable protest from cattlemen in other states be- 
cause this order was virtually an embargo an account of 
the very small number of such certified herds in the whole 
country. Commissioner Baldwin recognized the _ special 
situation in regard to pure bred breeding stock, and 
worked out a plan of special permits for pure bred animals 
coming from herds of known clean health status, although 
not certified or accredited as abortion-free. 

This status was not satisfactory to grade cattle ship- 
pers who had found New York a profitable market. and 
Wisconsin interests instituted suit to have the order set 
aside. In Federal Circuit Court, as has been reported in 
these columns, the right of New York State to impose 
these regulations on importations of dairy cattle within its 
borders was upheld, by a vote of two to one of the judges 
sitting in the case. Wisconsin appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the United States and the case was argued in 
Washington April 10. A final decision is expected at an 
early date. 


In the meantime, Assemblyman A. A. Hartshorn in- 
troduced a bill to put on the statute books of New York 
State a law that would embody the same regulations as 
Commissioner Baldwin’s order, but with no discretion as 
to admission of pure bred breeding animals on any differ- 
ent basis. This bill was finally passed by the New York 
legislature, and at this writing is before the Governor with 
the mass of other bills passed in the closing hours of the 
session. 
cause we feel such a subject can be handled much more 
intelligently to meet all conditions if the Commissioner 
has some latitude and is permitted to exercise his own 
judgment and discretion in administration, rather than 
being bound by an inflexible law on the statute books. 
This was Governor Roosévelt’s view a year ago in vetoing 
a similar measure which came before him, and in view of 
the very stringent nature of this present bill, Governor 
Lehman has even more reason to take a similar action. 
Commissioner Baldwin’s order, upon which it is based, 
was recognized by all as a very advanced step, and even 
the Commisisoner himself was willing to admit that cer- 
tain features of it might require amendment until the 
whole abortion-control program made further progress. It 
is no breach of confidence to state that some modifications 
would undoubtedly have been made before this if the Wis- 
consin dealers had not been so hot-headed in dragging the 
matter into court. 

Nobody gains, in the end, by trying to set up insur- 
mountable trade barriers around the borders of state lines. 
Neighboring states will find some way to retaliate and 
everybody will be ‘the loser in the end. 

In this connection, it is interesting to note that 
announcement has just been made that Connecticut’s Com- 
missioner Johnson has issued a similar order barring im- 
portation of dairy’ cattle into Connecticut except from 
herds fully accredited as both abortion and tuberculosis 
free. This is not aimed particularly at New York cattle, 
but will have its effect: The New Jersey legislature, we 
are advised. expects to pass a new law requiring all milk 
and cream shipped into the state to come from tuberculin 
tested cows, a perfectly justifiable procedure as their own 
testing program will be completed by July 1. It will, how- 
ever, seriously affect the situation in both southern New 
York and eastern Pennsylvania: 

“Buy at home’ is a popular slogan, but too often its 
natural corollary “sell at home” is not fully recognized. 


Milk Control in New York 


N April 10, Governor Lehman, of New York, signed the 
O bill which in effect sets up the milk producing and 

marketing industry as a public utility. Under this bill 
a Milk Control Board, composed of the Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Markets, as, chairman; the Commissioner 
of Health, and one member appointed by the Governor 
as Director, is clothed with the authority to establish mini- 
mum prices at which fluid milk may be sold and to regu- 
late the wholesale prices to producers where it appears 
that they are not receiving an equitable proportion of the 
selling price. A schedule of license fees for dealers is 


set up ranging from $25 up to $5,000, depending upon the 











We hope he will withhold his approval of it, be- ° 
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amount of milk handled, and which applies to all dealers 
selling in markets above 1,000 population or who handle 
more than 3,000 lbs. milk per month. The Board has 
authority to revoke or suspend dealers licenses for unfair 
trade practices. 

This drastic legislation is recognized as an emergency 
measure and the wide authority conferred will expire under 
the terms of the law, May 1, 1934. 

The members of the Milk Control Board are Honorable 
Charles H. Baldwin, Commissioner of Agriculture and 
Markets, who is well known to Holstein breeders, having 
served seven years as president of the New York Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association and being a member of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America. The other ex-of- 
ficio member of the Board is Thomas Parran, Jr., State 
Commissioner of Health. For the position of director of 
this Board, Governor Lehman appointed Kenneth F. Fee, 
who has been with the Department of Agriculture and 
Markets since 1921 and for some years past head of the 
State Dairy and Food Bureau. In this Bureau, he has 
had charge of licensing and bonding milk plant operators, 
licensing of milk plants and looking after the maintenance 
of prescribed standards of milk, cream, cheese and ice 
cream. He is also a farm owner and breeder of Holsteins, 
and has thus been in close touch with all angles of the 
dairy business. 

Wisconsin, New Jersey and several other states, as well 
as the Province of Quebec, we understand, have been con- 
sidering similar legislation along this line and we are sure 
that New York’s experiment will be very closely watched 
not only throughout the dairy sections of the United 








States but also in Canada. 

i The first act of the new Milk Board was to set ten 
o cents a quart as the minimum selling price for Grade B 
milk by licensed dealers, with a nine-cent price for stores. 
Hearings are being held in the principal cities of the 
state for the purpose of determining minimum selling 
prices for those markets. The provisions of the law are 
frankly aimed at the cut-price dealers who have been un- 
dermining the whole price structure of the milk market 
by their chiseling practices. We have never thought highly 
of legislative panaceas, but this seems to be one case 
where a desperate situation demanded a desperate remedy.

SOME ASPECTS OF STANDARDIZATION 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

There is a lot of truth in your “well known breeder’s” 
contention, as expressed in the editorial columns of the 
last World, that the Holstein breeders would buck a lot 
of sales resistance in trying to sell Holstein milk as such. 
Truly, as he says, it would be uphill work trying to reform 
the housewife’s idea that the greasier the milk, the better. 
We can agree with him, too, that the able-bodied adult 
who thinks he can guzzle anything may be only very 
mildly interested in our truthful claims that for babes and 
invalids Holstein milk is supreme. 


But can we agree with this breeder that the way 
around all the high-fat-idea wall is for the Holstein breeder 
to standardize Holstein milk up to alleged market demands 
before selling? 

Here are a few points against farm standardization 
that I have picked up from the boys in the Dairy Depart- 
ment at Michigan State College. There are only two ways 
that a Holstein breeder could build up 3.4% milk to, say, 
4%. He could siphon off, or otherwise remove, bottom 
milk from a can after cream had risen. He could separate 
part of his milk. add the cream to the balance. 

Siphoning. Farmers who are doing this have told me 
that milk drawn off would run very low in butterfat. They 
thought so, but were not sure, as they had not tested the 
removed milk. Prof. Trout, of our Dairy Department, ran 
some experiments to determine this point. He found that 
under ideal conditions the milk siphoned off, quart by 
quart, tested from 4 to 9 tenths of one per cent. Under 
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farm conditions, the siphoned milk tested from 1 per cent 
to 1.4 per cent. The test of the milk remaining after six 
quarts were siphoned off from a can was raised a half of a 
per cent. But ithe waste of fat in the withdrawn milk, to- 
gether with the expectable insanitation from use of a 
siphon device, would seem to condemn this method as a 
farm practice. 

Separation: Prof. Trout showed that adding about 
one and one-half pints of 30% cream to a can (86 lbs.) of 
milk would raise the test about one-half of a per cent. 
Selling fat this way—with a three-cent a point differential 
—for thirty cents a pound, compared to a sour cream fat 
price of sixteen to twenty cents, would be good business 
for the farmer. It would help pay for the cost of a needed 
separator, would help pay for the ‘“monkey-business” of 
separating a part of the milk. 

Objections to this method of raising test are: first, it is 
very hard for a small breeder who naturally does not test 
the milk or the cream each time, to standardize very close 
to a desired per cent. Second: the resultant milk is apt 
to be lower in quality because handling the milk through 
the separator is bound to increase the bacteria count. 
Centrifugal force ultlized in separation, breaks up the 
colonies of bacteria unavoidably present in even high 
grade milk, makes more colonies; accelerates growth of 
bacteria. 

I know an unusually bright dairyman owning pure bred 
Holsteins who tried out this cream-addition stunt all 
through the month of February. His test at the receiving 
station ran no higher during February than it did during 
January or March, when he did not standardize. This man 
is in D. H. I. A., also H. I. R.. he hauls his own milk, he 
knows his facts. His logical conclusion in the case is 
that the receiving station gave him a test lower than it 
should have been, but a test normal to the herd. Will my 
friend upbraid the milk-buyer for the February phoney 
tests? No sir, he feels a little skittish about admitting 
that he added cream. So he just stops, deciding, wisely 
enough, not to donate fat to the buyer. 

There is an objection to raising test by adding cream 
that the hard-pressed Holstein breeder might ignore, but 
the nutrition expert will harp on. That is, the amount 
of solids not fat is bound to decrease if cream is added. 
This fact is shown by a table the Dairy Department boys 
furnished me, showing what happens when 3.5% milk is 
standardized up to 4% by adding cream. 


Total Solids Milk Solids Not Water 


Fat Fat 
$.6% Milk ...... $2.2 3.5 8.7 87.8 
a) | 12.6 4.0 8.6 87.4 


Notice that in 4% milk made up to that percentage by add- 
ing cream, the amount of solids not far is decreased. Only 
one-tenth per cent it is true, but in normal milk, milk not 
tampered with by man, there would be in 4% milk about 9 
Ibs. solids not fat per hundred weight. The solids not fat 
tend to follow the fat. We know that the life of milk is 
not in the fat so much as in the solids not fat, the protein, 
the lactose, the minerals. So you are stinging the buyer 
of standardized 4% milk as compared to the buyer of 
natural 4% milk by something like a half a pound a hun- 
dred of solids not fat (9 lbs. of solids not fat in normal 
4% milk compared to 8.6 lbs. in 4% milk built up from 
3.5% by adding cream.) 


An objection to either siphoning, separating part and 
adding cream. or even the method of discarding fore-milk, 
is that in some sections the breeder is paid on a basis of 
maintaining about a certain number of pounds of milk 
daily. If he has to discard some milk to raise the rest, or 
separate some, he may fall below his base amount and 
suffer a penalty. 


Yellowing a good Holstein herd is a repulsive idea! 
The only point I would make is that if a breeder feels 
driven to add yellow cows, he must resign himself to 
about a 50-50 herd. Putting in a yellow bird or two with a 
dozen good producing Holsteins will not cause much 
flurry in the test-raising department. It is easy to show 
that with Holsteins and yellow cows of comparable pro- 
duction and normal breed test, that it will take as many 
saffron bossies as it will black and whites to produce a 
mixed milk of 4% test. 


Considering all the foregoing objections to standard- 
izing, mixing breeds, and the attendant work, worry, in- 
evitable loss of interest in the Holstein breed by the 
breeder thereof, it looks to me as though it would pay

to buck the tide and try to sell Holstein milk as such. I 
agree with your “well known breeder” that it will be a 
hard job, a slow job, a costly job in a lean-revenue era. 
But, at least, we may create a little more confidence in 
the Holstein breeder, that Holstein milk as such is plenty 
good enough for anybody.

REGARDING THE BULL INDEX 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I wish to commend the work that your paper is doing 
in bringing before your readers the value of Holstein milk. 
It is work in which every Holstein breeder should cooper- 
ate. As was stated in a recent letter in the World. about 
nine out of every ten Holstein breeders are sold on the 
idea that “rich fat milk’ is better than that produced by 
their own cows. This in spite of the fact that the facts 
are all on the other side and they should be understood by 
everyone and no apologies made for Holstein milk. 

Your last issue contained the Bull Index and I must 
say that it seems to me a lot of bunk. As a check on un- 
employment or a substitute for jig-saw puzzles it may have 
something to commend it. As a means of determining the 
relative value of several sires, it seems to me to be of 
no value. If a sire’s daughters are from cows whose rec- 
ords were made under conditions relatively poor compared 
to conditions under which the daughters’ records were 
made, the sire very likely will show improvement and 
have a high index figure. 

When we realize how large a part of any record de- 
pends upon the caretaker, we must conclude that it is im- 
possible for any clerk to determine by studying a group 
of records made under all conditions, whether any sire 
has improved his daughters over their dams by any exact 
amount. In my own experience of thirty years of caring 
for dairy cows, I have come to the conclusion that most 
of our improvement in dairy breeds is really improvement 
in care and feeding rather than any increasing of ability 
to produce. 

That our Association should adopt such an expensive 
plan when it seems necessary to charge a fee for all cows 
entered in Advanced Registry work is a mistake. The 
breeders who test for Advanced Registry benefit the whole 
breed.

The second dam of the 
calf has two records above 880 lbs. fat, 
both from over 23,000 lbs. milk. Mr. 
Brown is starting a retail milk route 
and expects this young bull to help 
build up the production and fat test 
of his herd. 





Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, Del., 
report that in the past fifteen years, 
according to their records, they have 
sold 200 bulls to breeders, Bull Asso- 
ciations and institutions in the state 
of Pennsylvania.

“SPRING TONIC” 

Here is a dose of spring tonic for 
anyone suffering from melancholia 
produced by repeated tunks from old 
man D. Pression. : 

Doan Straub, of Galian, Michigan, 
replies to an inquiry I sent him on be- 
half of a man who wants a high per 
cent bull to hold up his herd which 
in H. I. R. has consistently averaged 
about 4%. 

Straub writes, “I don’t think I have 
anything suitable in the bull calf line 
for Mr. Perrine. Have one eight 
months old out of an 839-lb. fat cow 
but her test is only 3.5 to 3.8% so he 
would not do—I am_ short in bull 
calves just now, have only two. 

“T have a cow that for the last five 
years has made better than 500 Ibs. 
fat each year on two-time milking and 
her average test each year runs from 
4.4 to 4.6%—a bull calf from her 
might be all right, but she won’t 
freshen until September, so I guess 
that’s out. 

“Have finished another D. H. I. A. 
year with an average of 629.8 Ibs. fat, 
average test 3.84%. 
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“Had a three-year-old make 776 lbs. 
fat, and another 699 lbs. fat, and a 
mature made 784 lbs. fat.” 

Doesn’t such a letter reduce the 
indigo hue? A man “short on bull 
calves” testing serenely along this 
year in H. I. R. as well as D. H. I. A,, 
a man whose herd if these last year’s 
figures check out O. K., will, according 
to the Dairy Department at Michigan 
State College, have averaged 546 Ibs. 
fat for seven consecutive years. 

Straub milks three times daily dur- 
ing winter months, drops to two times 
during the summer when farm work 
crowds him. 

Such good work by such good Hol- 
steins should notch up our Holstein 
faith considerable.

THE CAROTENE EXPERIMENT 

At Pennsylvania State College the 
Departments of Agricultural and Bio- 
logical Chemistry and Dairy MHus- 
bandry have joined in a_ research 
program to study the relation between 
the carotene pigment, which causes 
the yellow color of milk and the Vita- 
min A content of milk. State funds 
being lacking for such study, the pre- 
liminary work is being started with a 
contribution of $600 from the Penn- 
sylvania Federation of Holstein Clubs 
and further contributions are being 
sought from the various local clubs of 
Pennsylvania and from Holstein 
breeders of that state. Seven Penn- 
sylvania breeders have donated well 
bred bull calves which will be sold 
in the Bradford County Sale at Troy, 
May 2, the proceeds from which will 
be turned over to this fund. It is 
estimated that about $5,000 will be 
required to complete the study, which 
is being made by graduate students 
at Penn State, under the direction of 
R. A. Dutcher and N. B. Guerrant of 
the Department of Agricultural and 
Biological Chemistry and S. I. Bochdel 
of the Department of Dairy Husban- 
dry. 

The Holstein interests believe that 
the results of this study will do much 
to eliminate the discrimination against 


Holstein milk because of its white 
color. Many authorities believe that 


in Holstein and Ayrshire milk, a part 
of the carotene pigment has been con- 
verted into Vitamen A, thus account- 
ing for the whiter color and the high 
Vitamin A potency, and this experi- 


ment is expected to establish the 
truth or fallacy of this theory. The 
milk of all the dairy breed will be 


studied and analyzed over a two-year 
period and much valuable information 
should result. The Pennsylvania Fed- 
eration is conducting an active cam- 
paign among the local clubs and Hol- 
stein breeders of the state to raise 
further funds for the work.

Then he told me how the baby had been leaving about 
two ounces of milk in the bottle each feeding, and never 
had seemed to relish it at all, while the Holstein milk was 
agreeable to her right from the start. 


This was good news 
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to me. Then he repeated about the off-flavored, dirty milk 
they had been buying and told me how they liked the flavor 
of our product, and how clean it was. Of course we knew 
this, for we had learned to make milk our religion. We 
had had to be saved ourselves.

Pietertje Lady (an 800-lb. fat two-year-old). owned jointly 
with Anderson’s Farm, but now that the Inka May bull has 
grown up, they can spare him, and are consigning him to 
the World’s Fair National.

She is fresh again and going great guns on test, 
milking 866.9 lbs. in 7 days in March with 3,385 lbs. milk 
and 101.6 lbs. fat in short February, and 3,478 lbs. milk 
and 100.9 lbs. fat in March. She is a great cow in every 
respect and a grand type of cow ‘to be the dam of any- 
body’s herd sire. Carnation Inka Veeman Segis, a daugh- 
ter of Sir Inka May 9th, is also hitting a fast pace, milking 
3,075 lbs. in February and 3,153 lbs. in March, making 778.5 
lbs. in 7 days during March. Carnation Inka Nook- 
sack, a daughter of Sir Inka May himself, milked 2.628 lbs. 
with 89.4 lbs. fat in March, producing 679.3 lbs. milk in 7 
days. Carnation Inka Fayne Hiske, two-year-old daughter 
of Sir Inka May from the American Champion Class C 
yearly milk producer, Tyee Hiske Fayne, made 70 lbs. fat 
and averaged 70 lbs. milk a day during February and 
March, her third and fourth months after freshening. 
Carnation Inka Reka May, another two-year-old daughter, 
is hitting 60 lbs. a day with a 3.7% test in her sixth month, 
while Carnation Gerben Piebe Segis, a daughter of Carna- 
tion’s Gerben bull out of Cascade Piebe, milked 2,814 lbs. 
in March, 656.9 lbs. in 7 days. Sounds quite like the Car- 
nation test barn, both in names and production. Evidently 
the Atlantic seaboard agrees with them just as well as the 
Pacific. And they are representative of their breeding in 
type—an outstanding foundation for a herd. The Maytag 
animals are also doing well, including a son of Posch from 
the 800-lb. fat “Blue-Eye” cow that will bear watching for 
this year’s junior yearling bull classes. Another favorite 
in the herd is the “Jettine” daughter of Marathon Bess 
Burke that was first aged cow at Eastern States. She is 
not on test this year following a very nice performance 
last year, but will be heard from. Another sister, Glencliff 
M B B Ormsby Aldermoor, averaged over 103 lbs. a day 
during February. Mr. Norris has not spared expense in 
laying the foundations for his herd, with the result that 
his breeding program is much further advanced than most 
herds of this age, and already commands national recogni- 
tion. Merle Campbell (brother of Maytag’s Mel) is in 
charge as superintendent. Our time for inspection here 
was all too short.

45th, leading Honor List sire of 1931, holds forth. The old 
boy is pretty lame, but what a job he has performed as a 
sire of ‘type and production. They have a potential gold 
mine in the young daughters of this sire coming along for 
further development. We were unfortunate in missing 
connections with the owner, Mr. C. Heurich, Jr., so we did 
not get as many details about individual members of the 
herd as we would have liked, but did see that grand old 
matron, Carrie Ormsby Kalmuck (850 lbs. fat, 3.8% test), 
whose son is in service along with 45th—and that grand 
young cow, Ormsby Veeman Korndyke Bess (907 lbs. fat 
at 314 years. daughter of Winterthur’s Eona bull), fourth 
on the Honor List this past year. There are several others 
above 800 Ibs. fat in the herd, and the young stuff coming 
along is particularly promising, 


On account of the lateness of 'the hour, we had to miss 
calling on our old friend, Mr. W. B. McGrath, of the U. S. 
Soldiers Home, which was a matter of real regret. This 
is one of the old established herds of the country, No. 1 
on the Accredited herd list, and has done a lot of sound 
constructive breeding. We wanted particularly to see the 
young herd sires recently purchased from Winterthur, as 
announced in these columns a few weeks ago.

WHERE WILL IT END? 

These are turbulent times. Every- 
body is economizing in every way. 
Competition is keener than ever in all 
respects. Extreme advantages are 
taken of all possible methods of se- 
curing business. 

For instance, in the milk business 
the public has always been sold on a 
big cream line. Consumers have been 
educated to judge milk largely by the 
cream line. Formerly much of any 
milk sold in bottles tested 3.5% and 
was gradually increased to 3.6%, 3.7% 
and 3.8%. 

Now a considerable amount of the 
bottled milk sold in Pittsburgh tests 
4.0%, 4.5%, 5.0%, and some of it even 
5.5%. What has brought this about? 
The answer is competition among 
dealers. Their object has been not 
only to hold their own business but to 
secure a large volume of new business 
which generally is gotten from neigh- 
boring dealers. 

If this milk was sold on a butterfat 
basis and priced accordingly it would 
not harm our market. At present it is 
often sold at the prevailing retail piice 
or slightly above. This has a detri- 
mental effect on our market in several 
ways. 

First, the dealer in following this 
practice reduces his margin or spread. 
The natural tendency is to pass this 
on to the producer by securing a low- 
er price on milk. 

Second, many consumers buying 
this high-testing milk pour the cream 
off the top and discontinue buying 
cream. 

Third. even though the consumers 
do not pour the cream off their milk 
they will use less high-testing milk 
than milk of normal fat content. Sta- 
tistics taken in New York City 
brought that out. Milk from the ma- 
jority of pure-bred Holstein herds 
tests less than 3.5%. The fat glob- 
ules in this milk are very small and 
not easily separated and very easily 
digested. Consequently it makes an 
ideal milk for babies, the nearest to 
mother’s milk, that we have on the 
market. This fact is very seldom 
taught to consumers by milk dealers. 

Milk from the best pure bred Jersey 
and Guernsey herds in normal produc- 
tion, test about 5%, some higher and 
some lower. The fat globules in this 
milk are large and separate very eas- 
ily, consequently is an ideal milk for 
buttermaking. It is very rich and nice 
to drink for adults who can stand it. 
Very few babies thrive on such rich 
milk and many adults cannot drink 
it. 

There is demand and use for all the 
different kinds of milk and consumers 
should be able to buy the kind they 
desire. But we should not lose sight 
of some fundamental principles under- 
lying both our health and _ business. 
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Babies will not thrive on high-testing 
milk. This often results in prepared 
prescriptions prescribed by doctors. 
High-testing milk reduces volume of 
business. Very few herds of any size 
will produce milk testing 5.5%. If we 
are to put very much milk like that on 
the market it will be done by adding 
cream. A dealer may gain some busi- 
ness for a short time by such practice, 
but in time he will lose. Some other 
dealer will put out 6% and where will 
it stop? 

Most dealers are aware of these 
facts but ignore them in this tense 
struggle. Health and welfare prob- 
lems do not exert the influence that 
profit and loss do and often future 
profits are sacrificed to get some near 
at hand. 

Producers have contributed to bring 
these conditions about in several 
ways. The independent producers 
have enabled the independent dealers 
to exert a powerful leverage on the 
milk market which has been detri- 
mental to all producers and dealers 
alike. 

Some years ago producers and deal- 
ers alike were very antagnostic, in 
fact, like enemies. Later they acted 
more in harmony and everything went 
wel. As had times set in hard feel- 
ings have again showed up. 

If all dealers would co-operate so as 
not to tear down their market and all 
producers do the same, then negotia- 
tions could be carried on very smooth- 
ly for the benefit of all_—George Chel- 
quist, in Dairymen’s Price Reporter.

The State Hospital and School for 
Epilectics at Woodward, Iowa, won 
the gold watch awarded to the win- 
ner of the leading proved sire in the 
index contest conducted by Iowa 
State College, according to A. C. 
Wibholm, herdsman at this institu- 
tion. The sire that brought them 
this great honor is lowana Ona Ollie 
460293, who will be remembered as 
sire of the All-American bull calf in 
1931. This sire, bred, as his name 
implies, by Iowana Farms, Daven- 
port, Iowa, is a son of Iowana Ona 
Hartog Star 351547 from Iowana De 
Cola Ollie 3d 757828, with a Class B 
record of 908.9 Ibs. fat from 26,- 
326.6 lbs. milk. Iowana Ona Ollie 
was for some time in service at Mt. 
Pleasant State Hospital, where he 
sired a splendid lot of sons and 
daughters, the first nine of which on 
A. R. S. O. test average 614.7 Ibs. 
fat, seven of them as_ two-year-olds 
or younger and the other two as 
three-year-old. Later he was trans- 
ferred to the Woodward institution, 
where, as stated above, he won the 
honor of being the highest index sire 
in the state-wide contest. 


Mr. Wibholm also sends us the ac- 
companying picture of eight mem- 
bers of the herd at Woodward that 
all have records from 800 to 1,037 
lbs. fat. Our readers will recognize 
the cow next to the right end of the 
line as Mt. Pleasant Alcartra Ormsby 
1036091, whose likeness appeared 
recently in our Picture Gallery with 
the announcement of her 1,000-lb. fat 
record. Five of the eight cows in this 
string are granddaughters of Sir P. O. 
M. 37th and the othree three grand- 
daughters of K. P. O. P., according to 
Mr. Wibholm, who informs us that they 
have no less than forty-one grand- 
daughters of “37th” in their herd of 
140 registered Holsteins.

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New York’s Extension Contest 


New York Holstein-Friesian Association among the 

various local Holstein clubs of the state continued to 
justify its existence by the great interest shown by mem- 
bers all over the state. Sixteen clubs took part this year, 
including three, Wayne-Ontario, Fulton and Essex, that 
have not submitted reports in any of the three previous 
years. Of the sixteen clubs competing this year, all except 
three won a share of the $430 on cash prizes which were 
distributed at the annual banquet of the association at 
Utica in January. This wider distribution was due to the 
fact that this year for the first time the state was divided 
into two divisions, the Division A clubs representing the 
stronger Holstein sections and the Division B clubs those 
sections where Holsteins are raised in smaller numbers. 


Briefly, points are awarded each club for good work in 
four main divisions. membership, herd improvement, calf 
club work and showing and publicity with four prizes of 
$20, $15, $10 and $5 being awarded for the clubs attaining 
the high ranking in each section; also four grand prizes 
of $8, $4, $2 and $1 for the four best in all four sections. 
The table published on this page shows for each of the 
competing clubs its ranking, number of points and dollars 
awarded in each section, also the total points scored and 
total dollars won by each club. It will be observed that 
the grand prizes are not awarded on the basis of total 
points won but on average standing in the four sections. 

In Division A, the Cortland County Club ranked first 
for membership, first for herd improvement, second for 
calf club work and second for showing and publicity. In 
the latter section, 2517 of Cortland’s 3,447 points were won 
on publicity. Chenango County, although down to seventh 
place in membership, stood first for calf club work and 


T* fourth annual Extension Contest, conducted by the 


first for showing and publicity, besides breaking into the’ 


money with fourth place for herd improvement. The 
Eastern New York Club made a high average for the four 
sections, even though they were just out of the money in 
two sections. Otsego-Herkimer just got into the money 
for grand prize with two third places, one fourth and one 
sixth, aside from the grand prize winning exactly the same 
amount of money as Eastern New York. 


In Division B, Ulster County was way out in front. 
standing third for membership, first for herd improve- 
ment, second for calf club work and fourth for showing 
and publicity. In herd improvement, Ulster, with 4,000 
Ibs., had nearly as many points as any other two Division 
B clubs and was exceeded by only two of the Division A 
clubs. It will be noted that Franklin and Fulton were tied 
for membership, so each was awarded $17.50 or half of 
the first two prizes. This is Fulton’s first year of compe- 
tition and Franklin’s second. Attention should also be 
called to the wonderful showing of Wayne-Ontario in pub- 
licity. Of their 3,470 points which gave them first place in 
Division B for showing and publicity, 2,930 points were 
scored on publicity alone, which is more than any other 
club in either division won for publicity. This is fine 
work, especially for a club that had never before partici- 
pated in these contests. 

Franklin had 1,650 points for showing alone, nearly as 
many as any other three Division B clubs together, and 
more than any one of the Division A clubs. As stated 
above, this is only the second year that Franklin County 
has competed. 

It is interesting to note that twenty-three different local

From the above it will be seen that Cortland leads for 
membership, with Otsego-Herkimer second, and none of 
the rest of them even close. Otsego-Herkimer leads for 
herd improvement by an enormous margin, Eastern New 
York being the only other club to equal half of the leader’s 
showing. Chenango has a good lead for calf club work 
with Cortland second and Onondaga a poor third. We 
also find Chenango way out in front in showing, with 
Washington second. Washington would no doubt have led 
in this department had they made a report for 1931, for 
they did plenty of showing that year.

better bulls are needed. With this in 


mind, the boys and girls in three 
Nebraska counties organized one Jer- 
sey and three Holstein Bull Ring As- 
sociations. 


These associations were organized 
in the same manner as regular co- 
operative bull associations. The boys 
and girls having the same breed with- 
in the county pooled their money and 
purchased as many good bull calves as 
they thought were needed, keeping in 
mind that no club member was to 
travel over two miles in order to 
breed his heifer. It so worked out 
that the members were grouped into 
blocks of three or four. For example, 
the Holstein Bull Ring Association in 
Hamilton County has ten bulls in as 
many blocks, which will supply serv- 
ices for heifers belonging to the thirty 
or thirty-five club members. There 
is a five block Jersey Bull Ring Asso- 
ciation in the same county where 
twelve club herds will be taken care 
of. In Boone County the Association 
there consists of six blocks with a 
membership of eighteen boys. The 
one in Douglas County is the smallest 
having four blocks in the west end of 
the county with twelve members. 

The membership in these associa- 
tions is not limited to present club 
members. A former club member 
regardless of his age is eligible to 
join. This will be a great aid to older 
boys who have finished the regular 
4-H Club project, and are anxious to 
build up profitable dairy herds. By 
banding together in this manner, the 
boys can have the services of better 
bulls for a much longer time and for 
less money than if each one is re- 
quired to own a bull. 

Before purchasing the bulls, the 
boys with the aid of the leader, county 
agent, and dairy specialist worked 
out a definite plan to follow.

A minimum of 500 pounds butterfat 
was set for the dams of the bulls. 
Every effort being made to have the 
bulls well backed with production rec- 
ords for three or four generations, 
several of the bulls’ dams produced 
well over 600 pounds of fat.

ducted a hasty once-over by lamplight. As the name indi- 
cates, this herd is maintained primarily to supply the milk 
for the U. S. Naval Academy, but it is also making good 
progress along breeding lines. Some grades are still kept, 
but are being weeded out as the pure bred Holsteins in- 
crease to keep up the milk requirements. Among the 
notables we saw were Elsie Colantha Polkadot, 1,000 lbs. 
fat and 31,000 lbs. milk in Class B, with her two sons— 
one, Pride Sir Ormsby, purchased in last year’s Brentwood 
(junior champion at Maryland State Fair last year) and 
a baby born since she came to the farm, sired by John 
Zoberlin’s son of Mercedes Ormsby Aaggie. Bessie Ormsby 
Frances, Reserve All-American daughter of King Bessie, 
gave them a bull calf by Sir Fobes Ormsby Hazelwood, 
and is no mean two-year-old herself right now.

A SURE FIRE TREATMENT FOR INJURED TREATS 

I am writing this little article for the benefit of some 
poor or rich man, as the case might be, that has had the 
misfortune of having one of his cows go three-teated be- 
cause of her stable-mate stepping on one of her teats. Most 
cases of previous experiences and what other breeders 
have told me is this—‘‘Yes, I tried the milk tube but I 
finally lost the teat.”” To get down to business, I am glad 
to pass on my experience that has given me extraordinary 
success. 

In the fall of 1912, my brother, Lyle, (one of the former 
Sloan Brothers) had the misfortune to lose two fingers in 
an ensilage cutter. The healing process was very slow 
and to help, Scarlet Red salve was used. It did its work. 
At the same time, we had a cow that had a teat badly 
crushed. I reasoned if this salve could heal so good why 
not put some on the tube. I did and in a couple of week’s 
the teat was healed good. I keep the tube in wood alcohol. 
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Just before using the tube I burn off the alcohol by light- 
ing it, but do not hold a match so that it will smoke it. 
As soon as it is burn off, apply the salve so it is well 
covered, then insert. Since the first case, I have had thirty 
cases, just lately having had two cases. I lost one teat in 
the thirty and that was more of an udder injury than a 
teat injury. One case, the cow was very nervous and I had 
to put the tube in very quick. After a quick stab at put- 
ting in the tube, I discovered the tube had gone crooked 
and I had shoved it through the lining that the milk comes 
through. I knew that I had to put it straight the next 
time, but this was a problem when this good pure bred cow 
was ready to kick me clean out of the barn. I got a rope 
and put it around one front foot and pulled it up and had 
a man hold it. Then, I put the tube in straight and saved 
the teat. 


In preparing the teat to put in the tube, roll between 
your hands and if possible draw a little milk so as to be 
able to tell just where the opening is; apply the same salve 
after taking the tube out, blow through the tube and put it 
back in alcohol, once a week boiling the tube. 


Sometimes there will come a sort of a proud flesh that 
won't heal. This can be removed by using a good corn 
cure, such as “Gets It” or ‘“Freezone’. I believe if this 
method is carefully followed, that everyone can have the 
same results. After the teat is healed it sometimes milks 
hard, but rolling it will help and at next freshening it like- 
ly will be better.

Most of the active county associa- 
tions have held their annual winter 
meetings. In most cases the local 
officers were well pleased with the 
attendance and more pleased with the 
splendid spirit. For many years Jerry 
Riordan has told us at our Winter 
Meetings that a better group of two 


fisted scrappers never existed. The 
present attitude of breeders proves 
Jerry’s contention, for our’ group 


meetings are given over entirely to 
plans for the future. The breeders 
are making long time plans, building 
largely around the herd test and abor- 
tion control work. Our breeders have 
the necessary courage to carry on 
with these solid plans for the build- 
ing of the herd. 

The Ozaukee County Breeders held 
their annual meeting at Port Wash- 
ington on March 16. Walter Ahlers, 
Grafton was elected president; Wm. 
Hennings, vice president; W. G. Brun- 


quell, secretary and Armin Burhop, 
treasurer. This association showed 
a county herd at the State Fair for 


the first time last year and discussion 
indicated that another herd would be 
shown this year. The Herd Improve- 
ment Registry test came in for its 
share of discussion, and a committee 


was appointed to work with the 
breeders in securing a good sized 


group of breeders to test under this 


plan. The blood test for abortion 
was also discussed. T'wo  veterin- 
arians of the county met with the 
breeders and a committee was ap- 
pointed to meet with the veterina- 


rian, to plan a group test on a large 
number of herds. 

Dane County breeders met at the 
Dane County Court House, March 22. 
John Friday, Oregon was_ elected 
president; Walter Lien, Edgerton, 
vice president. and Scott Miller, Madi- 
son, secretary-treasurer. The _ asso- 
ciation voted financial aid to 4-H Club 
work at the Dane County Fair. They 
also voted to exhibit 125 Dane County 
Holsteins at the County Fair and 
committees were appointed to locate 
the cattle for this exhibit. County 
Fair officers promised to limit exhibits 
to Dane County, if the association 
would guarantee this number of local 
cattle on exhibit. 

The Kenosha County Holstein breed- 
ers met at Somers on March 24. This 


- 














group has not been active for some 
time and the attendance was light. 
The principal discussion had to do 
with whole milk sales. There are 
several mighty good Holstein breeders 
in Kenosha County but the local asso- 
ciation has never been strong. 

The Wisconsin Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Association report for 1932 was 
recently released by A. J. Cramer who 
is in charge of this work. There were 
717 C. T. A. in Wisconsin on January 
1, 1933. Thirty-eight thousand six 
hundred and forty-one cattle tested in 
these associations averaged 7,968 lbs. 
milk containing 305.1 Ibs. fat. 

The Wisconsin Industrial School for 
Boys, member of the Waukesha D. H. 
I. A. had the high cow for 1932. This 
registered Holstein cow, age 3 years, 
produced 27,519 pounds of milk con- 
taining 996 pounds of butterfat with 
a test of 3.6 per cent. 

The high two-year-old 
owned by Norris Farm, Mukwonago, 
Wisconsin. This registered Holstein 
produced 18,911 pounds milk and 691 
pounds butterfat with a test or 3.6 per 
cent. 

Norris Farm, Mukwonago and Theo- 
dore Krueger & Son, Elk Mound, tie 
for high herd for the year 1932. Norris 
Farm’s herd of twenty-one registered 
Holsteins averaged 18.490 pounds of 
milk and 558.6 pounds of butterfat 
with a test of 3.2 per cent. Theodore 
Krueger & Son’s herd of nine regis- 
erted Holsteins averaged 14,409 pounds 
of milk and 558.6 pounds of butterfat 
with a test of 3.8 per cent. 

This D. H. I. A. report certainly 
emphasizes the production ability of 
our Holstein cattle. All herds finish- 
ing with a record of 400 pounds or 
more were listed. Out of a total of 
113 herds in this list 84 were Holstein 
herds, with only 29 herds listed under 
all other breeds. The list of 600 pound 
fat producers was likewise’ very 
flattering to our breed. With sixty 
cows in this list 43 were Holsteins, 
with only 17 cows listed for all other 
breeds.
